ing reply: 
"'Mi-. Secretary: 
I have the honor 


to acknowledge the receipt of your 
courteous note transmitted to me by 
Senor Arredondo on the fourth instant 
in which you refer to my notes of 
June 20 and June 25, and to assure 
you of the sincere gratification of my 
government at the frank statement of 
the difficulties which have unfortunate- 
ly arisen in our relations along the in- 
ternational boundary, and the unre- 


served expression of tho desire of 
your government to reach an adjust- 
nent of these ditllcuHies on a hroad 
and amicable basis. 
The same spirit 


of friendhslp and of solititude for the 
continuance of cordial relations be- 
tween our two countries inspires my 
government, which equally desires an 
mmediate solution of the matters of 
difference which have long vexed both 
governments. 
" 'It is especially pleasing to my gov- 


ernment that the de facto government 
of Mexico is disposed to give quick as 
well as practical consideration in a 
spirit of concord to the remedies which 
may be applied to the ,existing condi- 
tions. 
Reciprocating the same desire, 


the government of the United States 
is prepared immediately to exchange 
views as to a practical plan to re- 
move flrfally and prevent a' recurrence" 
of the difficulties which have been the 
source of the controversy.'

"Another ten years will see national 
road systems covering every section of

greatest

step in the direction of preparedness 
that could he made," comments Dr. H. 
M. Rowe, the newly elected president 
of the American Automobile associa- 
tion, from the Washington headquar- 
ters. 
"In a decade we will begin to have 


separate roads for freight traffic and 
passenger traffic," predicts Dr. Rowe, 
"and the horse and mule will have 
practically disappeared. Our 
present 


highways will be greatly multiplied 
and largely increased in width 
and 


improved In quality. No other coun- 
try on the face o£ the earth can' make 
such good and profitable use ot good 
roads as the United States of America. 
We will eventually excel in that as wo 
do In many other things. There havo. 
been wonderful changes in all matters 
relating to transportation since the in- 
troduction of the motor-car, but there 
are still greater things to come. 


"But equal Justice and fair treat- 


ment for the USC.TS of motor vehicles 
must continue to he sought for soine 
time to come. Everything the motor- 
ists ask for, everything the A.A.A. and 
the clubs affiliated with it have work- 
ed for, has been based on these princi- 
ples. We have worked for good roads 
for the reason that they are of equal 
economic benefit in the final analysis 
to all and it is only just and right 
that the people of our country should 
have the advantages to which they are 
entitled. We have worked for unre- 
stricted intercourse between the states 
through the use of motor cars, because 
that is a constitutional right that has 
been denied us- We have asked for 
equal taxation. That is another con- 
stitutional right that has been set 
aside partly because we submitted to 
it willingly, I admit, but it is an in- 
justice and constitutes unfair treat- 
ment just the same. 
"In addition, the owners ot motor 


cars are being subjected to all sorts of 
pettv annoyances: 
special taxes, li- 


censes, and rules and regulations re- 
garding traffic, use 
of lights, 
and 


manv restrictions seldom alike in two 
places and which subject decent men 
and women to arrest and conviction, 
often for the most 
trivial 
reasons.

York show for the same list a further 
rise which .would make the ten-year 
increase 64.6 per cent. The completed 
year may show an even greater incre- 
ment. 
As housewives know, pot fowls nave 


not risen in the same proportion. Ev- 
en hero the ten-year 
increase, 
on 


data incomplete for 1016, is 56 percent. 
Of other foods, prices have been much 
more erratic, rising and falling sharp- 
ly, so that for meat substitutes tho 
outlook Is less dark. What appalls in 
the meat-price movement Is that it 
has been a steady rise, every year of 
the decade showing its advance. 


We may be a. long way from meat 
;ards yet, but unless means are found 
to check the increase the meat diet

In 
the study of commerce and industry 
the provincial view is too frequently 
taken that Latin-America is merely a 
sort of supply of raw material for the 
United States. Our present lack 
of 


understanding is a source of national 
weakness. 


"The history of the Spanish-Amer- 


ican struggle for independence is 
a 


most Inspiring record. The obstacles 
that the North American colonies had 
to overcome were not so formidable as 
those which confronted the revolted 
Spanish colonies. The story of this 
struggle, if properly presented and in- 
terpreted, would make the youth of 
our country appreciate the similarity 
of ideals which dominated the found- 
ers of the political system of the Unit- 
ed States and the leaders of Latin- 
American independence, 
and 
would 


serve to develop a sympathetic under- 
standing of the political life and insti- 
tutions of 
these 
countries. During 


the last century the American conti- 
nent has been the great laboratory of 
political evolution, furnishing a body 
of material to the teacher of history 
and civics which we have hardly be- 
gun to utilize. 


"The development of that true spirit 


of continental solidarity with the peo- 
ples of Central and South America 
for which we are striving would 
be 


pet forward immeasurably if we would 
give more attention to their language 
and literature. The teaching of Span- 
ish should be made compulsory in our 
public schools. At the present time 
we rarely think of citing Latin-Ameri- 
can publicists and scientists. Practi-

of the disease at this time except for 
the fact that it is doing such deadly 
work in other places, for several cases 
are reported ink this city every year 
a^d health authorities have been heard 
to say that all of the cases are not 
reported to the board of health. The 
last case reported in Lowell was in 
May of the present year and several 


cases wer« reported last year. 


So small are the germs of infantile 
paralysis that they are not visible un- 
der the most powerful microscope and 
that is why certain health authorities 
believe a great many cases are not re- 
ported. That tho germ exists, how- 
ever, has been proven by inoculations 
of matter taken from victims of the 
disease, but tho doctors who 
know 


very much about the disease aro few 
and very far between.

mediate relative or an interested pub- 
lic official, but there was no Indication 
yesterday that the state tax commis- 
sioner.

VIENNA, July 7.—Americans 
who 


have lived in 'Austria for the major 
part of the war have been delighted to 
notice a distinct change in the feel- 
Ing of the public of late, a reversion 
to the old popularity which Americans 
always enjoyed here. 


The change has been noticeable no- 


where more plainly than in the press, 
which has insisted that good relations 
and If possible better 
relations be- 


tween these countries and the republic: 
are desirable for both sides. 


One factor Is the emigration ques- 


tion, which touches Hungary more 
acutely than it does Austria. It is a 
factor that involves some $150,000,000 
a year, for this is the sum that it is 
estimated is sent back to Hungary an- 
nually from its citizens who in normal 
peace times wander out to 
America. 


So consistently have these emigrants 
sent back part of their earnings that 
the government has come to take It 
into careful account when budget and 
taxation matters come up each year. 


A second factor concerns the bath 


and cure resorts of Austria, formerly 
patronized 
chiefly 
by 
the English. 


French and Russians, and now Buffer- 
ing cruelly from the war and having 
to exist on none too free-handed and 
local German patronage. The shrewd 
owners figure the matter out this way. 
No matter how the war. comes out, it 
will be a decade before the old peace- 
time patronage from England, France 
and Russia can be won back. Ameri- 
cans, however, they estimate, will al- 
most certainly flock to Europe once 
peace is declared, and they hope that 
the resorts in Austria can be made to 
coax from Americans the huge sums 
that they formerly drew from 
other 


foreigners. 
The 
Austro-American 
steamship 


lines constitute a. third factor in the 
friendly relationships, for the theorists 
count on an unprecedented Influx of 
travelers to Europe from the' United 
States, an influx that very conceivably 
may tax to the uttermost limit all ex- 
isting transportation 
facilities, and 


reckon 
that 
if 
Austria-Hungary 


emerges from the war with tho good 
will of Americans there is nothing to 
prevent a veritable avalanche of busi- 
ness for steamer lines to Austria, more 
particularly so if Americans develop 
a partiality for Austrian resorts. 
Auslro-Hungarians also do not hesi- 


tate to admit that, if this part of the 
world is to be put back on a normal 
basis once more after war, huge im- 
portations of raw materials are going 
to be imperatively necesary for a time, 
and. what is more, an extended credit 
to cover these importations is going 
to be almost essential. 


Nearly all the nations at war, but 


particularly 
Germany 
and Austria- 


Hungary, have made remarkable 
ad- 


vances in the creation of substitutes 
for articles and materials that 
have 


given out. Many of these substitutes 
will last far beyond the, war. but con- 
servative 
men among the central 


powers feel positive' that 
everyone 


will 
go back 
to 
the 
old things 


in use. The fact that substitutes have 
had to be created is but the way of 
proving that importation of raw ma- 
terials is absolutely 
necessary—and 


America is the greatest 
exporter of 


them In the world. 
First and foremost, it is a question 


that, is asked not unfrequently wheth- 
er the monarchy is not going, after the 
war, if not during it, to need its emi- 
grants to America more than it needs 
their money. Several army corps of 
Austro-Hungarians are In the United 
States, many or most of whom have 
expressed themselves as willing and 
glad to come back, but who are unable 
to do so. 
The financial burdens after the war 


are of course going to be very heavy 
in Austria-Hungary as in all other 
countries, and there is also in pros- 
pect everywhere a shortage of men for 
the reconstruction of affairs to a nor- 
mal state. Whether the emigrants in 
America by sending their money to 
help relieve financial burdens can do 
more for the country of their birth 
than they could by being here to work 
for it is'a question that has not been 
settled. 
Though no one can say with assur- 


ance, prevailing opinion is that cer- 
tainly for a long time after the wnr 
there will be a lull in emigration to 
America, because of 
the anticipated 


need for workers at 
hrnne. Just 
as 


many employers and labor experts in 
Germany feel that wastes there are go-

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.— 


"Another ten years will .see national 
road systems covering every section of 
the 
country — the greatest 'practical 
step in the direction o£ .preparedness 
that could be made," comments Dr. H. 
M. Howe, the newly elected 'president 
of the American Automobile associa- 
tion, from the Washington headquar- 
ters. 
"In a decade we will begin to have 
separate roads for freight traffic and 
passenger traffic," predicts Dr. Howe. 
"and the horse and mule will have 
practically disappeared. Our present 
highways will he greatly multiplied 
and largely increased in width 
and 


improved in quality. No other coun- 
try on the face of the earth can make 
such good and profitable use of good 
roads as the United States of America. 
We- will eventually excel in that as we 
do in many other things. There have 
been wonderful changes in all matters 
relating to transportation since the in- 
troduction of the motor-car, but there 
are still greater things to come. 
"But equal justice and fair treat- 


ment for the users of motor vehicles 
must continue to be sought for some 
time to come. Everything the motor- 
ists ask for, everything the A.A.A. and 
the clubs affiliated .with it have work- 
ed for, has been based on these princi- 
ples. We have worked for good roads 
for the reason that they are of equal 
economic benefit in the final analysis 
to all and it is only just and right 
that the people of our country should 
have the advantages to which they are 
entitled. Wa hava worked for unre- 
stricted intercourse between the states 
through the use of motor cars, because 
that is a constitutional right that has 
been denied us. We have asked for 
equal taxation. That Is another, con- 
stitutional right that Has been set 
aside, partly because we submitted to 
it willingly, I admit, hut It Is an in- 
justice and constitutes unfair treat- 
ment just the same- 
"In addition, the owners of motor 


cars are being subjected to all sorts of 
petty annoyances:

garding traffic, use of lights, and 
many restrictions seldom alike m t^o 
places, and which subject decent men 
and women to arrest and conviction. 
often for the most trivial .reasons.

MUST 'QUIT BUSINESS AS TnUST— 
DECREE EFFECTIVE SEPT. 1 


CHICAGO. 
July 
7.—Judge 
Landls 


yesterday entered tho formal 
decree 


dissolving the Associated Bill Posters 
and Distributers of the United States 
and Canada. The decree conforms with 
the decision he gave two months ago 
in which lie ordered the members of 
tho Bill Posters association to disband 
and cease doing business as a trust. 


The operation of the decree- was sus- 


pended until Sept. 1. The association Is 
declared to be operated in 'restraint of 
trade and is permanently enjoined from 
continuing as such or entering Into any 
further combinations to restrain 
the 


bill posting 
business 
in the United 


States. 
The decree prohibits the defendants 


from agreeing in any way to maintain 
prices, or to agree to limit the number 
>f persons who may engage in the. bill 
posting business, or hinder them In any 
way whatever. It 
provides that no 


competitor shall be restricted in any- 
way from doing 
business 
with 
bill 


posters who are not members of the 
Icfendant organization. 
' The decree, further enjoins the de- 
fendants [rom Inducing manufacturers 
of stock or posters/not to 
sell 
their 


goods in open competition to any and 
all purchasers. The government is au- 
thorized to recover the costs 
in 
the 


case. 


' 
The only parallel to this collapse

HG is now 
a member of the 3d Canadian Tunnel- 
ling Co., B.E.F.. France, and his work 
consists of digging trenches.

"when I say that the public schools of 
the United States have not contribut- 
ed their full share toward inculcating 
in tho youth of the country a proper 
understanding of the political, econom- 
ic and social development of our,sis- 
ter republics. It is this lack of under- 
standing that 
has 
prevented 
the 


growth of 
a sufficiently enlightened 


public opinion in the United States 
with reference to Latin-American af- 
fairs. It is this absence of sympa- 
thetic comprehension that makes it so 
easy to mislead public opinion in the 
United States, and so often to cause 
unwilling injury to our Latin-Ameri- 
can relations. 


"American history is taught as if it 


begins and ends with the history of 
the United States; American geogra- 
phy is interpreted as if it were the 
geography of the United States. In 
the study of commerce and industry 
the provincial view is too frequently 
taken,that Latin-America is merely a 
sort of supply, of raw material for the 
United States. Our present lack 
of 


understanding is a. source of national 
•weakness. 


"The history of the Spanish-Amer- 


ican struggle for independence is 
a 


most inspiring record. 
The 
obstacles 
that the North American colonies had 
to overcome were not so formidable as 
those which confronted the revolted 
Spanish colonies. The story of this 
struggle, if properly presented and in- 
terpreted, would make the youth of 
our country appreciate the similarity 
of ideals which dominated the found- 
ers of the political system of the Unit- 
ed States and the leaders of Latin- 
American independence,

serve to develop a sympathetic under- 
standing of the political life and Insti-

of these countries. During
